A scheme  for  free  artificial  immunisation  ef  children  against 
Diphtheria  has  been  available  in  my  Council’s  District  since  1939  and  the 
number  of  children  who  have  received  the  abeve  treatment  up  te  the  present 
time  is  - 808. 


Our  rates  for  the  number  of  cases  ef  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  notified  per  1.000  are  respectively  3*0  and  *2. 

The  cost  to  the  Council  for  patients  admitted  to  the 
Macclesfield  Isolation  Hospital  was  £367  ineluding  the  annual  retaining 
fee  of  £80.

It  has  net  been  .found,  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Public  Health  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  Regulation , 1928.  During  1942 
20  specimens  of  Sputum  were  examined  for  Tuberculosis,  18  being  negative 
and  2 positive. 


SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS 
HOSPITALS  & OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

(a)  Infecti ous  Diseases . 

An  agreement  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  to  provide 
sufficient  beds  in  the  new  joint  Hospital  Sceme  is  in  force. 

Under  the  new  arrangements  it  will  be  possible  to  admit  and 
isolate,  several  other  diseases  apart  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria, 
viz  Ychooping  Cough,  Measles  and  Puerperal  Pyrixia. 

During  1942,  20  cases  ef  infectious  disease,  viz  Scarlet  Fever 
14  } Meningitis  2;  Diphtheria  1;  Pneumonia  2j  Erisipelas  1,  were  referred 
to  Hospital  for  treatment. 

(b)  Small-Fox.  During  1942  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Small-Pox. 

(c)  Tuberculosis . These  cases  are  dealt  with

Our  nearest  centre  for  the  treatment-’  of  these  diseases  is 
Stockport,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cheshire  County  Authorities. 

In  my  opinion  I think,  although  we  have  very  few  casus  of  Veneral  Disease, 
it  would  be  in  some  ways  better  if  we  had  a treatment  centre  a little  nearer. 

(e)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Cases  of  sickness  or  accident  requiring  removal  to  Hospital 
are  conveyed  by  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Ambulance  or  by  private  conveyance. 
Arrangements  have  now  been  made  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  for  the 
use  of  the  Borough  Ambulance  in  necessitious  cases,  and  from  my  experience 
this  is  proving  very  efficacious  and  they  are  very  quick  in  their  response 
to  any  calls. 


Infectious  Disease  cases  are  conveyed  by  the  Macclesfield  Fever 

Ambulance. 

There  are  Male  and  Female  contingents  of  the  St  John  Ambulance 
Association  in  the  District  who  are  always  willing  to  render  first  aid  and 
ars  of  considerable  help  in  a scattered  industrial  area  such  as  Bollington* 
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(f)  School  Children.  The  routine  medical  examination  of  School  Children 
is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  Cheshire  County 
Council. 

(g)  Home  Nursing.  By  Nurses  Parrott  and  Baker,  who  are  also  our  resident 
mid wive s • 

(h)  Pathological-  Work.  Arrangements  are  now  in  force  with  the  Laboratory 
at  the  Parkside  Hospital,  for  the  Pathological  work  that  may  be  required 

to  be  done  by  the  Health  Department.  This  arrangement  is  more  satisfactory 
than  our  previous  one,  since  it  is  more  expeditious  and  the  postal  delay  is 
saved. 

(i)  My  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Macclesfield  Infirmary  Mortuary 
for  any  cases  requiring  Post  Mortem  Examination. 

(j)  Public  Health  Staff  A part-time  Medical  Officer,  John .W. Chadwick, 
M.R.C.S  .(Eng)  L.R.C.P,  Ti>on)  D.P.H.(Man)  and  a part-time  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Chas .A .Smith,  Certified  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  Certified  Sanitary 
Inspector  (Man  Univ).
